There was a_ large attendance by 
the local merchants some -thirteen 
business men being represented 

President Cuthbertson, who  pre- 
sided, in his opening remarks stated 
that a meeting was called to enable 
merchants to discuss the’ matter 
of Wednesday half holiday, and if 
it was found that the project receiv- 
ed favorable consideration — to en- 
deayor' to make it one hundred per 
cent. efficient.

EDMONTON — Assistance 
by the provincial and federal depart- 
ments of agriculture to exhibitors, 
sending animals to the Toronto Ray, 
al Winter Fair. and the Chicago in- 
ternational show will again enable 
Albert stockmen to be well repre- 
sented at these big events in the fall 
of 1927.
